filing of an expense account is not 
required by the corrupt practices act, 
when no expense has been incurred 
by the candidates, is correct. But in 
order that whatever doubt remains 
may be set at rest, I thought it best 
to get a ruling 
from the attorney 
general. I wrote him a statem ent of 
the conditions today and expect a de­ 
cision tom orrow .”
